Three 
of the Loudon hospital reports give the number of appen¬ 
dicitis oases treated in IS'JO as 38, while In 19(Kl nearly 40ii 
operations were jjerformed. It is comforting to note that 
all but 10 of the patients recovered. Sir Frederick Treves, 
the most noted authority on the subject, has performed 
successfully more than 100 consecutive operations. It is 
said that appendicitis may be caused by imagination, but 
modern foods are probably responsible for most oases, 
according to Dr. 11. C. Howard, of Champaign, Ill. Until 
the trade demanded an exceedingly white flour the disease 
was rare. Where coarse breads were used the disease 
was unknown, as in rural cominunlties. where people se¬ 
cured their flour from small, old-fashioned mills. The mal¬ 
ady did not increase until the smaller mills were crowdwl 
out b.\ the larger ones aud the farmers had to buy the fine 
flour. Southern negroes, as long a.s they ate corn bread, 
were exempt, (lermans had appendicitis little or not at all 
until they began to eat our new-process flour. Dr. Howard 
says that prior to 187r>, iu twenty-five years' practice among 
the people of this sw-tion, he did not meet with more than 
forty ca.ses. Now they are common. Very small children 
are sufferers. A boy liad thirteen well-defined attacks, but 
came through all without an operation. After changing his 
food to corn bread and coarse breads in general, fruit. 
vegetal)!es and very little meat, he had no further trouble.— 
Springfield Republican.

Cost of Ocean Speed. 

W II.YT it costs to increase the speed of a ship by 
one knot has lately been determined with great 
accuracy in the steam trials of the British ar¬ 
mored cruiser Cape of flood Hope. On her full- 
power trial this vessel, of 14.100 tons displacement, attain¬ 
ed a mean .sjieed of 23.05 knots an hour. By the speed 
curves plotted from the trial results. It appears that to go 
trout hiilf speed-11.05 knots-ti> full speed—23.05 knots— 
needed, rou.glil.v. 20.000 additional horse power, of which 
the last knot alone absorbed 8.201 horse power. In other 
wortls, to Increase the speed of this cruiser from 22 to 23 
knots eousumed as much power as was neediHl to propel 
her at 10 knotsror, to put It In still another wa.v. the power 
required to propel her at full speed would have propelled 
two ves.sels of the same size at au average speed of 19 knots 
an hour. .\t full speed her coal eoiisuniptioii was '20 tons 
per hour; at 19 knots it was aliotit 11 tons per hour. This 
moans that at full speed she would move .85 knots for each 
ton of coal burned under her boilers, while at 19 knots 
the distance would be doubled for the same coal con- 
sumptiou. This Illustrate:; very clearly the price paid for 
high speeds afloat. Applying the ratios thus established 
to steamers of the Atlantic merchant fleet. It will be readily 
understood wh.v the "greyhounds” earn more applause than 
dividends.—New Y'ork Times.

an inch and a half wide and has in the 
obverse center a crowned lion, under¬ 
neath wlilch is an escroll tiearing the 
words. "For Y'alor." It is attached to 
a Imr on wliicli is a spray of laurel 
leaves and Is suspended by a broait rib¬ 
bon. which is bine for tlie naval ser¬ 
vice and dark red for Hie military. 

Both the cross and tlie bar are made 

from liroiize whieh formerly foitncd 
part of some of the Russian guns cap¬ 
tured during tlie Urlineaii war. and 
complete with tlie rllilioii and pin 
weighs just under an ounee. or 432 
grains, to be exact. It Is engraved with 
tbe name and regiment of tbe recipi¬ 
ent. ns well as tbe date on xvliich he 

won it, and as .so ui as this is done it 

Is dispatched from the makers to Hie 
sovereign to bestow mioii the hero. 

It is strange to liave to record that 
the first Y'lctorla cress was won Ity a 
sailor, for It has come to lie lookeil 
upon as aliuust emlrely a military dw- 
orntlon. yet such is the ease—and It is 
still stranger tliat the deeil whieh gain¬ 
ed it was performed a .vear and seven 
months prior to the institution of the 
decoration. Another feature is that at 
the time of winning it he was a boy 
serving his time as a iiiidshipmun on 
board H. M. S. Heela. and the stor.v 
of how Charles l»avis Lucas, now an 
admiral, won the cross as a middy will 
always form one of the most glorious 
stories among the many In its history. 
It was at the bombardment of Bomar- 
sund. In the Baltic, on June 21, 1854, 
that a live shell dropped In the midst 
of a group of men of "whom young 
Lucas was in command. The fuse was 
almost burned away, and an explosion 
seemed Imminent, but "without a mo¬ 
ment’s hesitation the young midship¬ 
man sprang forward, grasped the sput¬ 
tering shell In his bands and, rushing 
to the side of the vessel, hurled It over¬ 
board. where It exploded before It 
reached the water. Such an act as this 
displays tbe sublimest courage, for it 
combines Intelligence and instantane¬ 
ous action, and In a boy It was espe¬ 
cially meritorious, and so young Lucas 


was clioseti as the first recipient of the 
decoration eighteen months afterward. 
'J'he Avlnning of a cross, it may be ex¬ 
plained. carries with it an annuity of 
£10, which may be increased to £.">0, 
payable quarterly, to all excepting 
coinuiissloncd officers, but Iiioluding 
those who have risen from the ranks, 
while for each clasp an extra annuity 
of £5 is awarded.—St. James Gazette.

Thursda.v, Jan. '29. is tlie anniversary 
«f tlie in.stitution of Hie soldier's must 
precious decoration—iierhaps the most 
precious decoration iu the world—the 
Y'lctorla cross, for it was Instituted by 
her Majesty, the late Queen Y'ietoria, 
on the 29tli day of January. 1856. and 
•o is not quite fifty yeiirs old. While 
It Is most prized of all Hie decorations 
and orders an Englishmaii can win, It 
Is also the most democratic decoration 
in the world, for. although it is the 
oHielal badge of an act of personal 
eournge and daring, it has no eoiiceru 
with rank, long service or wounds, and 
it may be worn liy one wlio has been 
only a few months or weeks in the 
army, while others wlio have spent 
their lives In the service and gained 
rank and other decorations may not 
possess it. It may t>e worn by a pri¬ 
vate soldier or a field marshal, and on 
the roll of the heroes' names are to be 
found almost every rank In lioth the 
servict's. for the wlutilng of the cross 
is possllilc to any one, as it was grunt¬ 
ed " as a reward for eonspiciioiis lira\- 
er.v or devotion to the country iu Hie 
pri'sence of tlie enemy.” or as Hie in¬ 
scription upon it records, "For ■t iiloi-:" 

The Y'ietoria cross had its liiriii dur¬ 
ing the Crimean war, when Quemi \ ic- 
loria felt Hint some recognition of the 
personal daring and heroi.sni of her .sol¬ 
diers in that terrilile struggle -was 
needed. The royal warrant clearly lays 
down the eoiuiltlous under which the 
cross may lie won. but the whole of 
them may tie suttiniarizial in the oue 
senieiiee. ' For coiispieuou.s bravery or 
devotion to the country in the presence 
of the enemy." 

Thin-e are not many who are unfa¬ 
miliar witli the appearance of tlie 
cross, but for the benefit of those who 
have only seen it iu photographs or 
pictures, it may be said that It Is about

Originally Adams was a brakemen. He became runner for a policy 
manipulator, and Anally gained a monopoly of the business in New York 
City. His wealth is estimated at $2,.W,0(», A brewery is included among 
his possessions. He owns much real <*state. His dupes were typical policy 
players—the poorest of the city’s population. 

His methods were cold-bloode<i almost beyond belief. If the drawings 
had been fairly conducted his proAts would have been enormous. His prac¬ 
tice, however, was to delay the drawings until nearly all the slips had Iveen 
sold. Then it was arranged that the mimhers drawn should be those that 
reriuired the payment of the smallest amount in prizes. 

Adams has been a miser, with two exceptions. He has showered gold 
upon his family and has bePn extremely generous iu hi.s payments for police 
protection. His one great atnhltion has been to have his ciiildren received 
iu good soclet.v; to see them on even terms with roAnfsl, educated people. 

His son was sent through one of the l>ig colleges and his daughters to 
fashionatde .schools for young ladles. They studied music In Kurope and 
are highly accomplished. Ad.ams hoped they would be able to make there 
friends that would open the gates of society to them later on. He was 
disappointed. He installed his family In a splendidly furnished house. The 
guests he lioped for did not come. ’I'lie house hurne<l and he removed to a 
Ane hotel, under the belief that there the character of his business might 
not interfere with the social a.spirations of his children. Again he was 
disappointed. 

Adams, broken in henlth and weighted with sorrow, is wearing out his 
life in a cell. He has but one desire. It is that lie may l>e spared to live 
tlic end of his term: that at least it may not l)c said lie died in prison. He 
is now making doormats.—Boyce’s Weekly.

BRUTES GIVEN TO DRINK. 


Many Animals Decome Intoxicated 
on Nature's Beveraates. 

Although it lias often been said when 
ipeakiiig of drunkenness that even the 
li’ast.'^ of the tieUl do not got drunk it 
U nevertheless a fact that a great 
many animals do get iutoxieated. 
Take the elephant, for Instance. He is 
particularly fond of the fruit of the 
ungauu tree, and although he appears 
to have some Idea that it Is not good 
for him he will go ou eating when ho 
has once Iteguu until he Is wildly ex- 
tlted and so lutoxioiited that he will 
stagger from side to side. Every now 
and then he will pull himself up, shake 
his huge head and tear madly through 
the forest, trumpeting at the top of his 
voice and terrifying every living crea¬ 
ture. It is said that he will even dare 
and defy Ids most dreaded enemy, the 
tiger, when in this condition, but we 
have no moans of verifying this. It la 
well known, however, that an elephant 
Is in a most dangerous condition when 
suffering from the effects of eating 
this beautiful fruit, and all who can 
take care to keep out of his way as 
mtich as possible. 

The sloth bear is another animal 
given to this falling. The natives of 
India are In the habit of hanging little 
vessels on the palm trees for the pur¬ 
pose of catching the Juice. This juice 
Is so attractive to the sloth bear that, 
although such a poor climber, ho will 
scraiuble Up and go ou drinking the 
Juice until he Is so drunk that he can 
only slip helplessly to the ground and 
lie there In a drunken stupor until the 
effects have passed off. 

But the sloth bear Is not the only 
animal who Is .so partial to this Juice 
of the palm tree.

Willi the bodies of these hats, who will 
lie there too helplessly Intoxicated to 
move or defend themselves no matter 
what may turn up. 

The biggest drunkard of all is per¬ 
haps the palm civet. So addicted is 
this animal to the drinking habit that 
he has been termed the toddy cat. And 
a more helpless, foolish looking crea¬ 
ture than he Is when he Is thoroughly 
Intoxicated Avith the palm Juice it 
would he Ultlicult to lind. There are 
miiny other animals given to this fail¬ 
ing, but all those I have spoken of live 
in India, and it may be that the heat 
which Induces extreme thirst, a fre¬ 
quent exeuse among men, i.s the direct 
cause of It.- Collier's Weekly.

The pear will come as near bearing 
a crop of fruit every year us any other 
kind of fruit. 

If the currant worm makes Its ap¬ 
pearance, dust the foliage while the 
dew Is on with white hellebore. 

In transplanting plants from pots In¬ 
vert the pot and rap tlio bottem of it 
sharply, and the plant will come out. , 

An overloaded grapevine will not 
mature Its fniit. If It bears more 
than It ought It will ripen Its fruit 
late. 

Air slaked lime sprinkled on rose¬ 
bushes when the dew Is ou will de¬ 
stroy Insects wllhoiit Injuring the 
bushes. 

Bose plants sliould have plenty of 
light and heat. Nothing will blight 
tlieir buds sooner than shade and 
moisture. 

Nearly all cultivated fruits are liable 
to overbear. This ia always Injurious 
and should bo prevented. One of the 
best preventives Is thinning. 

One of the best places to use coal 
nslics Is around the base of the fruit 
trees. But a mound of them around 
each tree. Borers will not be so apt to 
trouble them.
